The following is in response to the Advisory Action dated February 1, 2005. Applicant's

are believed to be pending and all issues for consideration upon appeal are removed. 
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REMARKS 



In view of the Advisory Action dated February 1, 2005, Claims 1-17, 23-25, 27-43, 45- 
47 5 49-54,61-73,77-86, 103, 105-111, 127, 129-132, 134-136, 138-144, 146-155, 157, and 159- 
164 are believed to be pending. The Examiner finds that Claims 156-162 and 164 remain 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. 

Claims 1, 43, 103, 127, 132, 136, and 144 have been amended to delete the term 
"prodrug". Applicants respectfully submit that deleting the term "prodrug" advances the 
prosecution of the present application and conforms with the recommendations of the Examiner. 

Claims 156-162 and 164 have been cancelled. Applicants respectfully reserve the right to 
file a continuing or divisional application claiming any subject matter within the scope of the 
cancelled claims. 

It is submitted that the amendment complies with 37 C.F.R. § 1.116 and removes all 
issues for appeal. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request entry of the amendments to the 
claims. 

As such, it is believed that the present application is in a condition for allowance and 
notification of the same is respectfully requested.
